Injuries May Be Fatal As the 
Little Girl Was Render- 
ed Unconscious.

Nellie May Charlton, aged 12, 
daughter of Albert M. Charlton, was 
probably fatally injured Thursday 
afternoon at about six o'clock, when 
she was struck by an automobile 
driven by A. A. Furgerson. The ac- 
cident occurred just in front of the 
child's home at Seventh and Railroad 
streets, as she started across the 
sti eet. 

The machine, according to eye wit- 
nesses, was going rapidly for city 
travel. The machine struck the girl 
and threw her heavily and ran over 
her. 

The most serious injury she sus- 
tained was a complicated fracture of 
the skull at the base of the brafn. 

Her physicians state her condition 
is critical. Furgerson did not stop 
his car for some distance and later 
surrendered to the police, who held 
him under bond to answer to the 
charge of assault. 

Until recently he was a saloon- 
keeper doing business at 11 North 
Virginia street. 

Paul Winn was sitting in front of 
his office in plain view of the acci- 
dent. He tells the following story: 

"The child was playing with her 
little sister and another child on the 
opposite side of the street. She 
started across the street after one au- 
tomobile had passed. Mr. Furger 
son's car was coming about seventy 
five feet behind the first car at a high 
rate of speed. He did not sound a 
whistle or horn. There were no other 
vehicles near at the time. The child 
was within three feet of the curbing 
when the car struck her. It hit her 
fairly with the front of the car and 
ran over her, both wheels on the 
right hand side passingover her body. 
She was knocked unconscious, cut, 
lacerated and bruised and thrown 
against the curb. ' The car did not 
make any attempt to slow up or stop 
but went on. I picked the girl up 
and carried her into the house. Mr. 
George Clark, who also saw the ac- 
cident, saw that I had ran to pick up 
the child, and stopped the car." 

Mr. Clark was on his way home 
and was crossing the railroad, about 
twenty feet from the accident when 
it occurred. He tells virtually the 
same story of the tragic occurrence 
as Mr. Winn. 

The car that passed in front was 
that of T. M. Jones. 

The child was doing satisfactorily 
yesterday although the doctors con- 
sider her injuries very serious and 
painful. The skull is fractured on the 
base near the right ear. 

Mr. Furgerson, who was arrested 
by attest! Clibornc and Hawkins 
Thursday night on a charge of mali- 
cious assault, was held on bond until 
Tuesday morning at 11 o'clock, when 
examining trial before City Judge 
Hunter Wood, Jr., will be held.

London, Aug. 11.— Although bad 
weather is hampering the British and 
French maneuvers in the west, both 
the Italians and Russians are keeping 
up their strong offensives against the 
Teutonic allies, respectively in Aus- 
tria and Galicia— and at last reports 
had made additional gain*. 

On the Isonzo front the Italians 
have continued to throw their forces 
across the river and have fought their 
way to the east of the captured city 
of Gorizia. The prisoner toll is placed 
at 20,000. 

In addition southwest of Gorizia 
they have taken strong Austrian en- 
trenchments near Monte San Michele 
and Monte San Martino and also oc 
cupied the town of Bischini, giving 
them a freer hand for their operations 
in the region of the Doberdo plateau 
and southward toward the Monfal- 
cone sector. Large numbers of pris- 
oners were taken in the fighting. 

Owing to the inclement weather in 
France, military activity has been 
confined principally in bombardments 
which were somewhat heavy north 
of the Sommc and in Thiaumont work 
near Verdun. An attempted German 
advance against the British line south 
of Martinpuich was put down by the 
of trench mortars and machine guns, 
according to London. 

Fierce fighting is still going on be 
tvveen the Turks and Russians on th( 
Mush-Bitlis front in Turkish Armenia. 

A squadron of twenty-one Austrian 
aeroplanes has dropped a large num- 
ber of bombs on Venice, causing nu- 
merous fires in the historic city.

Disease derma lend a hand to month 
existence. If the human race would 
learn to keep the unwashed hand 
away from tho mouth many human 
diseases would be greatly diminished 
We handle infectious matter more or 
less constantly and we continually 
carry the hands to the mouth. If the 
hand has recently been in contact 
with infectious matter the germs of 
disease may in this way be introduc- 
ed into the body. Many persona wet 
their fingers with saliva before count- 
ing money, turning the pages of a 
book, or performing similar acts. In 
this case the process is reversed, the 
infection being carried to the object 
handled, there to await carriage to the 
mouth of some other careless person. 
In view of these facts the U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service has formulated the 
following simple rules of personal 
hygiene and recommends their adop- 
tion by every person in the United 
States.

Before eating,

After using the toilet, 
After attending the sick, and 
After handling anything dirty.

First 
of all these la cleanliness. Dirt, re- 
member, carries bad flavors. If the 
bnm or Its surroundings and cows are 
dirty It will result In poor mint: poor 
milk results In poor cream; poor 
cream results In poor butter. 

Immediately after separating, the 
cream should be cooled down to at 
least 50 degrees Fahrenheit. \Varm 
cream should never be poured upon 
cold as the temperature of the lot Is 
raised and bad flavors may result. It 
Is essential that the cream be stirred 
frequently to Insure uniform ripening. 
If the cream Is left undisturbed, the 
fat rises the same way as It does In 
milk. As a result the cream la full of 
curd particles or It becomes "lumpy." 

Never put cream In a rusty or bat- 
tered can and always remember that 
milk and cream have that property of 
absorbing bad flavors.

The apparatus employed on tneAou!- 
tanla is of course on a far larner scale 
than the one at the university. The 
principle, however, Is precisely the 
same. There Is an electrolytic cell, a 
reversing switch, and 
insulating electric cable. 

The coll stands upon a rubber 
to Insulate It, and Is raised upon a low 
to enable the contents to be 
out easily. It Is filled with sea 
water and an electric current Is then 
turned on and a solution 
sodium hypochlorite, or 
rine. will be obtained. 

The solution Is useful as a sterilizer 
of drinking water, and on the Aquita- 
nla it is added to the water In the 
swimming bath.

Kentucky Guardsmen Will 
Stage Sham Invasion, 
To Help Recruiting. 



Ft. Thomas, Ky., Aug. 11.— Much 
is hoped for recruiting from the ad- 
venture in store for the troops here 
next week.

Farm Horses Indispensable. 

Today, when the tractor is coming 
into favor as a source of farm power, 
there are those wild-eyed extremists 
who would have us believe that the 
horse is bound to be abolished from 
the farm. This same propaganda VM 
reached at the time when steam pow- 
er replaced horse power for driving 
the old-time threshers. As a result 
of this recent awakening In favor of 
tractor power, horse breeders have 
become alarmed again at what seems 
to be a direct blow at their business. 

Horses have been the farmers' 
helpers and companions when the 
stress of farm work was greatest. 
They have been a part of his big farm 
household in which family ties really 
exist, and it may be said that he has 
perhaps resented, for this reason 
mainly, the idea that he should go 
back on his friends and replace them 
with a mechanical substitute. 

With all of our automobiles and 
tractors, no sane man should make 
the claim that there is no need of 
horses on the farm. There is a great 
amount of work which the horse can 
do well. For instance, in cultivating 
growing crops, like corn, where the 
work is light and where the natural 
instinct of the horse can be trained to 
follow the row and allow the fanner 
to attend strictly to the job of getting 
rid of weeds, no tractor of the present 
stage of development can be said to 
)e in competition with the horse. For 
the small garden or truck patch the 
horse will always have first call.

REVIEWS HUGHES' 
LABOR DECISIONS 

Gompers, in Statement, Shows 
Candidate Took Extreme 
Stand for Injunctions. 

Washington, Aug. 1 1. — Democratic 
party managers here gave out a let- 
ter from President Samuel Gompers 
of the American Federation of Labor 
to Thomas H. Nichols of Alliance, O., 
reviewing the attitude of Charles E. 
Hughes, the republican presidential 
nominee, in Supreme Court cases in- 
volving the interests of labor, partic- 
ularly the Danbury hatters' case. 

Mr. Gompers' letter reviews the 
Danbury hatters' case which resulted 
in a unanimous decision of the su- 
preme court, in which former Justice 
Hughes concurred, holding the hat- 
ters of Danbury must individually 
pay D. E. Loewe and company some 
$300,000 damages under the Sherman 
law for the celebrated batters' boy- 
cott. It also referred to the court's 
decision holding unconstitutional the 
Arizona anti-alien law. former Jus- 
tice Hughes wrote the opinion. 

"In that decision," wrote Mr. Gom- 
pers, "Justice Hughes took the posi- J 
tion that the injunctive process 9p- * 
plies to personal relations. Mr. * 
Hughes has taken an unequivocable 
position. He endorses the abuse of 
the writ of injunction against which 
wage earners have vigorously pro- 
tested and which they have tried to 
correct by remedial legislation in 
order that they might enjoy the rights 
and opportunities of free citizens. 

"The above is accurately the infor- 
mation which you asked and I take it 
will be of importance to you as well 
as to the working people and liberty 
loving citizens all over the country 
and enabling them to understand the 
mental attitude of Mr. Hughes who 
now is a candidate for the presidency 
of the United States."

I'nder nat- 
ural mating the pigeons usually 
are ullowed to select their own 
mates, which Is indicated hy the 
mule billing and drlvlug the femule. 
Experienced breeders, however, are 
occasionally deceived by their actions 
In selecting sex. In forced matiug, as 
in natural mating, the breeders should 
be selected with a detinlte object, us- 
ing males strong In points In which 
the females are weak. It Is some- 
times advisable to break up the mat- 
ing between old pigeons und young 
birds, although these pairs often give 
good results. Where raatlngs produce 
undesirable qualities, It Is necessary 
to remate or cull out the flock. Con- 
tinued close Inbreeding Is not desira- 
ble and many try to avoid any In- 
breeding. Where pigeons are bunded, 
the female on one foot and the mule 
on the other.
